A _.prominent wholesale firm in the east has ‘given thie Fa 
Globe the prices it charged for staple groceries m ‘December and’ its 
prices in July last. ‘ ‘s 

Y6u will see from this,”writes the Toronto firm, “that there has 
been a considerable decline in the ‘price of staple groceries.” The 
Globe adds that “‘it is questionable whether housekeepers tave re- 
ceived the full benefit of the decline.” 

This comment is not wholly fair. ‘ Housekeepers have certainly 
shared in the recent decline in prices in many lines of necessities 
but itis against reason to say; because a lowering of a wholesale 
price is announced, that. the benefit of this decrease should be felt 
immediately by the housekeeper. 

The gradual fall of wholesale prices’ has been almost continuous 
or some months. It is however, a~matter:of ordinary business .ex- 
perience that many months’ must in some case elapse before reduc- 
ed wholesale prices can effect retail sales, Stocks bought at the old 
prices must be cleared away before that effect can be seen. The 
public must bear this fact in mind and be fair in its judgment of the 
retailer. = . 

(The effect of manufacturing and wholesale reductions is. seen 
first in the staples which sell quickly, in connection with which no 
jlong period between the wholesale and retail sale intervenes. It will 
come slower in the case of dry goods, hardware, boots and shoes, 


ga glass and chinaware and many other classes of goods.

a gigantic wheat pool to be operated by a provisional committee of 
eight members, until the contractifig farmers in the pool completed 
their own orgahization, _ 
“The success of this big venture,” Mr Norman L ambert, secretary 
of the council, recently declared, ‘depends upon the loyalty of the 


Bjrank and file of the farmers-to their own organization.”
